MRS. PHILIP HICHM
RETURNS FROM EUROPE

Declines to Discuss Future.
Husband's Relatives Oppose

Their Reconciliation.

Mrs. Philip 8. Hichborn Is in Wash¬
ington at the home of her mother. Mrs.
Henry M. Hoyt. at 1701 Rhode Island
avenue northwest. While It was said at
the Hoyt home that Mrs. Hichborn had
returned to Washington, no answer was

made to a question as> to whether she
had come here from Europe.
"Mrs. Hichborn will make her home

here with Mrs. Hoyt for the present."
it was said.
Mrs. Hichborn left Washington sudden¬

ly last December and It was reported at
the time that she waa accompanied by
Horace Wylie of this city, and that she
and Mr. Wylie had gone abroad. Since
then there have been various reports
from Europe as to the movements of Mrs
Hichborn and Mr. Wylie, who It was de¬
clared were together In Paris.
Mrs. Hoyt returned to Washington last

week after a trip abroad, and opened her
house. Mrs. Hichborn reached here to¬
day, it is said.

Mrs. Wylie to Join Husband.
It is reported that Mrs. Horace Wylie

will join her husband either in New
York or in Europe and that they will
spend the summer abroad, and probably
return to Washington and resume their
residence here next fall. At the Wylie
residence in Thomas circle today it wag
said Mrs. Wylie did not care to discus®
her movements. It is understood she
had intended to leave Washington and
had booked her passage to Europe, but
that she was delayed by the illness of
one of her children.
Mr. Wylie returned to this country

from Europe several weeks ago .and was
seen by a number of friends in New York
city, and later was seen in Washington.
His stay here was brief, however, and he
was reported to have returned to Europe.
Philip Hichborn. with his three-year-old

son. is staying with his mother at Blark
Rock, near >N'ew London, Conn. He left
Washington about ten days ago. Mr.
Hichborn has taken no steps looking to a
divorce, and when in Washington said
that was a matter which he could not
discuss. It is understood, however, that
members of his family, including his moui-
er, Mrs. Hichborn, and his sister, Mrs.
Paul Pearsall, are opposed to a reconcili¬
ation between him and his wife.

Statement by Mrs. Hoyt.
Mrs. Henry IM. Hoyt, who is the widow

of Henry "M. Hoyt, late counselor for the
State Department, has maintained steadi¬
ly that her daughter, Mrs. Hichborn,
would return to her. In December last
she gave out the following statement to
the Xew York Herald:
"Mrs. Hoyt wishes to q^ate that, though

ill and unable to join her daughter she
was fully aware that her dauehter, in
her unconsidered action in leaving her
home, would turn to her, where she could
count on love, sympathy and understand¬
ing. She did so, and Mrs. Holt can only
deplore the unfriendly and unfounded at¬
tacks upon her."

TEARS UP LICENSE
TO PLEASE MOTHER

Mrs. Woodward Now Says She
Will Not Press Objection

to Son's Marriage.
Love of his mother, which caused sev¬

enteen-year-old Edwin A. Wood-ward of
128 Massachusetts avenue to destroy a

marriage license in the presence of his
fiancee, Miss Mary Swank of 214 E street
northwest, on account of parental objec¬
tion, may result in uniting the couple.
Miss Swank, who is twenty-two years

of age, a divorcee, was not acceptable to
Mrs. Woodward as a daughter-in-law, on
account of being much older than her
son. When the young people went to her
home Monday night and announced that
they were to be married Mrs. Wood¬
ward fainted. Young Woodward assured
his mother that the nuptials would be
postponed for the present and destroyed
the license.
Today Mrs. Woodward told a reporter

for The Star that she had decided not to
press her objection to the marriage and
that if Edwin desired to obtain another
license she would give her consent to the
wedding.
Edwin said that he and Miss Swank

were determined to marry, hut that he
would postpone the event indefinitely if
necessary, until he had secured 'his
mother's full consent.
Until Informed this morning by a Star

reporter of the attempt of Woodward and
her daughter to marry, Mrs. Swank said
she had heard nothing of the affair.

Minister Would Not Officiate.
The troubles of the young couple began

Monday evening, when, after obtaining a
license, they called at the residence of
the Rev. Randolph W. Lowrie of 413 4th
street northwest to have him tie the nup¬
tial knot.
According to the would-be groom, Mr.

Lowrie would not marry them, because
he was opposed to marrying a divorced
person. A consultation was held and It
was decided to go to young Woodward's
home and endeavor to secure the consent
of his mother.
Miss Swank secured a divorce from her

husband. Wood May of Washington, in
Oklahoma last October. It was she who
secured the license Monday, giving the
age of Woodward as twenty-one years.
She declared on being informed that he
was only seventeen years old that she
had been told he had reached his ma¬
jority.
Yesterday Mrs. Woodward requested

the marriage license clerk not to issue
another license to her son. but develop¬
ments today make it appear that this re¬
quest may be withdrawn.

Communicants of the church are holding
a fair for the purpose of raising funds
to reduce the flve-thousand-doilar indebt¬
edness on the building. Judge De Lacy
was the guest of "honor last night and
delivered an address on the possibilities
of Juvenile training.
He told Ms audience that in another

generation the negroes living in the Dis¬
trict will be ideal representatives of their
race; law-abiding, industrious, ambitious
and representative citizens in every re¬
spect. Th^, he said, was being made
possible through the present excellent
home and school influences exerted over
colored children. He reviewed in detail
some instances of the application of the
golden rule in administering juvenile jus
tice.
